Washington, Nov.- 2.—The district 


court of appeals today ulflrmctl the de- 
cree ot the supreme court of tin! Dis- 
trict of Columbia, 
adjudging Presi- 


dent 
Samuel 
Compere. 
Secretary 


Frank Morrison 
and Vice President 


John .Mitchell, uf the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, guilty of contempt of 
court, in the r.uclts Stove and Range 


' • case. Chief Justice Shoppard dissent- 


ed from the opinion of the court on 
constitutional grounds. 


Tin1 courts hold that the fundamen- 


tal Issuo.was whether the constitu- 
tional agencies of government should 
lie obeyed or defied. 
The mere fact 


that the defendants were the ollicers 
of organized labor In America, said 


. the court, lent importance to the cause 


and added to the gravity ot the situa- 
tion, but it should not be permitted to 
influence the result. 


What the Court Holds. 


"If an organization of citizens, how- 


ever large," the court held, "may dis- 
obey the mandates of the court, the 
same reasoning 
would 
render them 


subject to Individual defiance. 
JJoth 


are subject to the law and neither Is 
above it. If a citizen, though he may 
honestly believe that his rights have 
heen Invaded, may elect when and to 
what extent he will obey the mandates 
, of the court and the requirements o£ 


the law as interpreted by the court, 
instead of pursuing the orderly course 
of appeal, not only the courts, 'but gov- 
ernment itself would becorno power- 
less and society would be reduced to a 
state of anarchy."

and

twelve, nine and six months imprison

sult of the failure of these three de- 
fendants lo obey the order of the court

Kept Alive the Boycott. 


While the name of the .corporation 


was removed from the unfair list of 
the federation, Messrs. Gompers anj 
Mitchell continued to keep alive th 
hoycott by. frequent references to it in 
the Federatio'nist, the official organ of 
the" federation. Mr. Morrison was in- 
volved- by reason of his membership 
on the executive board and it was al- 
'leged he had 'made no effort to pre- 


. vent the'adoption of a resolution at 


- the 
convention of the 
United Mine 


Workers against the Buck Stove and 
•Range company. 
The result of 


boycott it was said was to cause a 
decline in the business of the stove 
and range company of fifty per cent. 


The boycott against the Buck com- 


pany grew out of a fight made by the 
Metal Polishers' union and 'supported 
by .the federation for an.eight instea: 
of a nine-hour day. This was resistec 
by the company and the Federationisl 
publishes the name of the Buck Stove 
and Range company under the caption 
of "We do not patronize."

of the two great countries. 


Attached to the American legation 


In I'ekin are ten young Americans 
whose status is that of student Inter- 
preters. 
These young men are wards 


of the government, the children of the 
department of state. 


Their primary purpose in life is the 


study of the Chinese oral and written 
language. 
The special Incentive of 


their work is future usefulness in the 
consular service or In any capacity in 
which the knowledge they are acquir- 
ing may be of value to their country. 


The first appointment of student In- 


terpreters authorized by congress was 
made in 1902. The existing law pro- 
vides for ten In all. Under the regula- 


tions issued by the department of state 
in conformity with tho spirit of this 
law, It is spedlled that to be eligible a 
young man must be between nineteen 
and twenty-six years of age, of good 
character, strong 
constitution, good 


deportment and education. Applicants 
'are first examined by the suite de- 
partment, 
the 
appointments 
being 


made from the list oC those who have 
passed the,,,departmont's examination.

_ Jackson, Ky., Nov. 2,—Reports from 
Crocketsville and Sebastian's branch 
this morning were that two attempts, 
unsuccessful, had been made to steal 
ballots near Crocketsville precinct at 
the mouth of Longs Creek. The home 
of Mary Dealyn, who held the ballots 
for that precinct was destroyed by fire. 
The ballots were destroyed with the 
house. 


In Sebastian's branch precinct the 


democrats are reported to have taken 
the ballots and hidden them.. 


According to their political beliefs, 


Jackson 
and Breathitt 
county men 


stigmatize the firing o£ the Dealyn 
home as incendiary or accidental. The 
most reliable report from the place, 
which is 22 miles away, is. that Mrs. 
Dealyn'was feeding the Lexington sol- 
diers under Capt. Sams, when the fire 
occurred. 


Fresh Ballots Furnished. 


The ballots were reported destroyed 


and, fresh ones were "furnished from 
Jackson. 
These 
are

'ballots 


which an armed crowd of men'threat- 
ened to take .from a Jackson bank last 
week and which were finally given to 
Mary Dealyn for safe keeping by Judge 
Adams. Crocketsville, the home of Ed 
Callahan. the noted'feudist. and gath- 
ering place of the war-like Breathitt 
county clans, today'is the chief point 
ot interest in the political war. 01 
the theft of the Sebastian branch bal- 
lots no details are now obtainable. 


"What 
will happen at 
Crockets- 


ville?" is the question on the lips of 
every one in Jackson today. In that 
remote portion of Breathitt county on 
an election day ushered in with grave 
disorder,'26 men under Captain Sams 
of Lexington, company of the state 
militia, have been placed by Circui 
Judge Adams to see that the voting is 
not interfered with.

The first city election in Gary will 


go down in history as the most re- 
markable ever held in the state. 


More than 500 armed men—police- 


men, 
deputy 
town 
marshals, 
con- 


stables, sheriffs' and deputy sheriffs— 
paraded the different streets about the 
voting places and in the southern part 
of the city, formerly known as the 
"Blackberry patch." These men car- 
ried clubs and many of them had huge 
revolvers hung in plain sight to broad 
leather belts. Not only were ^hese of- 
ficers-armed, but.it Is doubtful if there 
were 'half a dozen- men in the city who 
took an active part in today's election 
that did not have a weapon of some 
kind on them. 
;. 


A short-distance, from one precinct 


was a'negro with a Winchester ride, 
and not far away across the street 
was a white man.: with a duck gun 
loaded with buckshot.

Sheriff. Grant, of'La.ke .county was 


on the ground all day rifling from one

Both Express Confidence. 


Mr, Schmidt and 
Mr. Grlce, rival 


nominees for mayor, each today ex- 
pressed confidence In his own elec- 
tion, and big contingents of opposing 
workers are scouring the city In the 
effort to get out the vote. 


Tho vote was heavy in many parts 


of the city during the early hours. 
Then came a lull and by noon It was 
estimated that about -10 per cent of 
the total vote had been cast. 
The 


afternoon hours brought a new rush 
and predictions on every hand were 
that the total would be heavier than 
over before cast at a city election in 
Fort Wayne.

Vote in Various Precincts. 


Reports at 2 o'clock this afternoon 


showed that in the city hall precinct 
375 votes had been cast up to that 
hour. > In the Second precinct of the 
First ward 290 had been cast; in the 
Third precinct the total was 220; in 
the Fourth precinct it was 397. 


At the same hour the Eleventh pre-. 


cinct of the Fourth ward had cast 372 
votes. At 1:15 there were 285 votes 
cast in the Sixteenth precinct of the 
Sixth ward, and at noon the Seven- 
teenth 
precinct of the same 
ward 


showed a total of 313.' 


The showing, at 1 o'clock In the 


Eighteenth product of the Sixth ward 
was 462; in the Nineteenth, 431; in the 
Twenty-second precinct of the Eighth 
ward there were 500 votes cast, and in 
the Twenty-seventh,,, precinct of the 
Tenth ward the total was 332 at 11 
o'clock. 
The Eighth -precinct ot the 


Third ward had polled 435 at 1 o'clock. 


The saloons have apparently been

Weather Cleared Away. 


Lowering clouds with a perceptibly 


suggestion of rainy drizzle was the 
weather situation under which^Slection 
day opened in Fort Wayne, and the

Second Instance in the 


Nation's History. 


Washington. D. 'C.. Nov. 2.—The un- 


usual proceeding of an arraignment 
for sentence at the bar of the supreme 
court of the United States will be wit- 
nessed November 15, in accordance 
with an announcement made yesterday I 
in the cases of Joseph H. Shlpp of 
Chattanooga, Tcnn., and flve co-de- 
fendants, charged with contempt. The 
court today denied motions for a re- 
hearing of the cases. 


The cases originated In the court de- 


ciding In March, 1906, to consider the 
appeal of a negro named E. Johnson 
from a verdict of the Tennessee courts, 
holding him guilty and sentenced to 
be ha used on u charge of assault. The 
night after the determination of the 
supreme court to review the proceed- 
ings was wired to Chattanooga, where 
Johnson was In Jail, a mob stormed 
the Jail and lynched Johnson. 


The court asked the attorney general 


to institute proceedings against Shipp, 
the sheriff, the Jailer, and twenty-five 
others, charging them with contempt 
of the supreme court. 
Many ot the 


Accused were exonerated and in the 
end only six were found guilty. These 
were Sheriff Shipp, his deputy, Jere- 
mhih Gibson, who was the jailer; 
Luther Williams, Nick Nolan, Henry 
Padgett, and William Miiyes, residents 
of Chattanooga. 


Second Case of Sort. 


The court has the power to either 


fine or imprison the men or to inflict 
both penalties. 


The only Instance of a sentence for 


contempt in the court's history oc- 
curred in 1S75, when one John Chiles, 
who was concerned In dealings in Tex- 
as indemnity bonus contrary to an or- 
der of the court, was ordered to nay a 
line of $250 for contempt.

He has heard two stories of the origin 
of the device, but his- evidence makes 
It look aa though the first mask was in- 
vented by Fred Thayer. captain of the 
Harvard team. in-!S75. and worn by How- 
ard K. Thatcher, physician, of Drxter. 
Me., catcher for Harvard In 1S75. 


The protector worn by Thatcher was 


crude, but th« skill of workers In later 
yeois combined with new Ideas have 
made the mask much Icjs crude looking 
and a great deal less of a cumbrance. 


Thatcher used to catch close behind 


the plat* without any face protection. 
He could dodge pretty well and as curves 
were unknown, he could Judge the ball 
to a nicety. But In the winter of 1S75 
Ernst, a student at Harvard, thought 
he woula try a new wrinkle and practiced 
the underhand thrnw. He discovered that 
the ball would curve. 
When It became 


the duty of Thatcher to catch the new 
delivery he set about thinking of some 
face protection. 


At first he wore a rubber over his 


mouth, but that v.-as not enough. 'With 
the captain of the team. FrPd-Thayer, 


he made the first mask from heavy wire. 
The edges were wound with leather. It 
was a queer looking thin?. 
Thatcher 


was-rldk-uk-d for wearing the mask, be- 
| cause people • thought a. catcher did not 


need any protection for his face. 
Consequently Thatcher put the mask 


aside, but Thayer stood by it. hud it 
patented and won many law suits against 
sporting Roods houses who realized (lie 
value of such a device, and sought to 
Siin control of It. 
James A. Tyng. Dsr Harbor. Me., 
claims the first mask was Invented l-y 
Thnyer ull rlsht. but that it WHS not 
used until In 1S77. HP claims that as 
catcher for the Harvard team he wore 
the mask first. He xlpelares Thayer took 
his model to a Boston wlremuker and 
had the flrst one built.
